Officials Urge 
Weed Disposal 


Fire Chief Fred Pimental and City 
Engineer U. R. Grey today joined in 
a plea to Albany citizens to clear 
vacant lots and parking strips of 
noxious and dangerous weeds within 
the next two weeks. 

Grey stated that by authority of 
Resolution No, 2023 A.N.S., passed 
by the City Council of Albany on 
May 28, 1945, city personnel will 
clear and burn the weeds on all 
property not cleaned by the first 
week in July. 

Chief Pimental urged that all areas 
be cleared at least three feet from 
hedges and asked that grass ana 
rubbish piled against fences in vacant 
lots be removed in order that there 
will be no fire hazard when the weed 
burners are at work. He stated that 
ample warning of burning dates will 
be given Albany housewives in ad- 
vance so that the ‘Monday wash’ may 
be cared for. ; 

Both city officials urged city-wide 
cooperation due to the current man- 
power shortage in city personnel, 
asking that, property owners and 
tenants having any weeds on their 
property dispose of them themselves. 
They pointed out that this will not 
only be of great help to the city 
personnel but also effect a con- 
siderable saving of money to the 
property owners, 

Those burning and clearing their 
own lots are warned that they must 
apply to the office of the city en- 
gineer for an inspection of. the werk 
done. This will cost the applicant 
nothing and after approval, an in- 
spection receipt will be given to the 
applicant in person or dropped in the 
mail. 

In applying for a receipt, which can 
be done in person, by mail or tele- 
phone, LAndscape 5-7300, be“sure to 
describe the property by lot, block 
and tract numbers or street and 
number in order that a minimum of 
errors will be maintained.

“Relative to the proposed installa- 
tion of two wig-wag signals, one on 
either side of Marin Avenue, in lieu 
of the present center of the street 
wig-wag signal, I had occasion to 
show the present setup to our gen- 
eral manager, Mr. Tucker, and am 
sure the change will be made in ac- 
cordance with the Railroad Commis- 
sion’s recommendation without un- 
due delay.” It was pointed out that 
the installation will be made with no 
expense to the city of Albany. 

New signals were installed in 1941 
on Solano Avenue and Key Route 
Boulevard through the efforts of 
Mrs. Zahn who hopes to secure new 
signals on Portland and Brighton 
Avenues in the near future.
